FRANCE. 


CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH THE FRENCH CHAM- 
BERS WILL MEST IN PARIS IN NOVEMBER 
NEXT. 

The latest Journal Oficiel contains a copy of 

the law, dated July 22, providing for the meet- 

of the French Chambers in Paris. The fol- 
lowing is the text of the law: 

— Ant. 1 The seat of the Executive power and of 

the two Chambers wil! henceforth be in Paris. 
Anr. 2. The palace of the Luxembourg and the 

Palais Bourbon are the places designated for the 

above purpose, —the tirst for the use of the Senate, 

and the secord for the Chamber of Deputies. 

Nevertheless each chamber can designate which 

edifice it desires to occupy in the City of Paris. 
Ant. 3. The varions bureans of the Palace at 

Versallles at present occupied the Senate and 

Chamber of Deputies will be kept in the same con- 

dition as at present. Should it become necessary, 

in accordance with Arts. 7 and 8 of the law of 

Feb. 28, 1875, to convoke the National Assemoly 

for the purpose of organizing the pubiic powers. 

this Assembiy will be Leld at Versailles in the 
present Chamber of Deputies. Whenever, in ac- 

co dance with the article of the law of Feb. 94, 

1875, it becumes necessary for the Senate to act as

MONTREAL, Aug. 17.—In the month of Sep- 
tember, 1878, Messrs. William Head and Robert 
Beckerdike, two cattle-dealers of this city, 
shipped on board the steamsbip Colina, for 
for which Messrs. R. Reford & Co. are the 
agents bere, a large quantity of live-stock, in- 
ciuding 167 head of cattle, with a large number 
of sheep and hogs. The cattle, worth $15,130, 
were insured in the Pacific Mutual Insurance 

Jompany, of New York, for $14,940. The vessel

Wasntnetos, D. C., Aug. 17.—A morning pa- 
per gites figures in regard to Senator Conk- 
Iing's measure for relieving Mrs. Sprague’s es- 
tate from taxation. It seems that a petition 
was sent to Congress a year or two ago on be- 
half of the heirs of Mr. Chase, to the effect that 
the assessment on the property at “Edge- 
wood was excessive some $31,500. It was 
claimed that the assessment was made during 
the absence of the family from the property 
after the death of Mr. Chase, and that the 
valuation was higher than was made upon other 
property in the neighborhood. The petition asked 
that the assessment be placed at $18,000, and 
overdue taxes be charged upon that assessment, 
and all penalties be remitted. Mr. Chase died 
in Washington City May 7, 1871. The property 
was then assessed at $250 per acre, and taxes 
for that year were paid Nov. 28, 1881. In the 
year 1872 the assessment was increased to $300 
per acre, and the taxes for 1872 and 1878 were 
paid Oct. 80, 1872. There bas been no increase 
of assessment upon ‘the land since 1872, but,

There is a very general ignorance as to Conk- 
ling’s life and habits. He does not go about 
much among men, being seli-sbsorbed, and the 
State of New York, which he is now represeft- 
ing in Senate for the tnir term, probably never 
contaifed a Senator of whom so little was 
aathentically found out. Between his attention 
to potitics, law, and his finger-nails, bis time is 
wholly absorbed, Probably if his tailor could 
be interviewed some inuer information micht 
be gained of this majestic man; for bis dress, 
padding, neckties, ete., must require the deepest 
statecraft and long personal conferences with 
their getter-up. 

I spoke not long ago with a gentleman whose 
youth was passed in Utica, and he said: 

„Wen Conkling was a single man, before he 
married Miss Seymour, he was a nuisance to 
most of the married men in Utica. Nobody was 
quite safe in wife or Gauehbter. It therefore 
grieved the Seymours when he was accepted by 
a modest and good woman like their sister. For 
some years Conkling behaved himself after his 


marriage. His wife is a particularly domestic 
and sweet-natured woman, without a particle of 
his arrogant and resentfal spirit.“ 

A fow days afterward I met a distinguished 
man from Utica, and asked him if there was any 
truth tn the rumor that Mrs. Conkling had ap- 
plied for a divorce. 

„Not a word of truth in it.“ said this centle- 
man. Our conversation was held some days 
before the Sprague seandal came out. Mrs. 
Conkling.“ he added, would be the last woman 
to rush into court aud submit to a public discus- 
sion of ber injuries. She bas no disposition for 
public life or display, and prefers to live in 
Utica at her home, meeting her friends, brother, 
and the associates of her childhood. Public 
opinion in Utica has long been exercised about 
Mr. Conkling’s marital benavior, but his wife 
keeps het own counsel and privacy. I have no 
doubt she is very much pained. He is a selfish, 
hard man, careless about wounding the feelings 
of anybody. I do not believe that he bas a sin- 
cere friend in the world. The parasites who get 
office from bim, or the expectation of it, bave, 
of course, that interest the creature always tas 
m the creator; but almost everybody is uneasy 
in his company. He spends his time among his 
lickspittles. Few people go to see him, except 
the Chief Gauger, the Revenue Assessor, the 
Collector, and the Postmaster. He sits among 
these, content with the business of politics. 
{ntrinsically a weak and easily flattered man, it 
only needed a brilliant, fine womau to tempt 
Conkling to carry him off nis feet. Mark An- 
tony never dropped quicker before the flattery 
of Cleopatra 

I apprehend that Mr. Conkling bas now fully 
tried the temper of the State of New York ou 
which he has a lien for five years more. If he 
had done no other injury he has Jong ago 
brought the name of Mrs. Sprague into evil 
mention in every barroom, boudoir, 
boozingken, and street-corver of Washington 
City. ‘The regular attendants in the gallery of 
the Senate, such as reporters, door-keepers, and 
idle women, have been noticing for a year past 
that Mrs. Sprague was a regular attendant on 
Conkliog’s declamations, and that at night ses- 
sions, and even at all-night sessions, they have 
seemed inseparable to each other. Ihe opinion 
entertained by such observers has been that be- 
tween the two exists either a giddy appreciation 
or a passion involving all the irresistibie in 
male and female nature. Timely warologs 
which might nave been taken klodly by both of 
these persons were thrown out in the press. gen- 
erally by females; yet they laughed at appear- 
ances.

Sprague is immeasurably Roscoe Conkling’s 
superior. He was the perfect master of tne 
greatest cot ton-mauutacturing business io this 
country. He knew the largest and the least de- 
tails of that business, from buy ug cotton in 
enormous quantities and handling the finances 
of his huge concern, down to the smallest mat- 
ter of design and coloring. and getting the stock 
on the market. Mr. Conkling has never pro- 
duced anything except a lot of rhetoric and 
fusilade, and, altbough always declared to be 
on the eve of the greatest effort of his life, he 
does not appear to have made it until now. 
when be has shown the inside of bis character 
to the American people With all the vengeance 
of his nature. 

Sprague was also a soldier, and a good one, 
while Mr. Conkling spent more toan four years 
of the war practicing with boxing-gloves 
at an imaginary stuitfead enemy in his 


law office at Utica. Sprague bad been a 


Democrat, and was not supposed to be 
a favorable to fighting, but when the 
ar broke out he appeared among the first in 
the field at the head of his regiment, and it was 
there he attracted the admiration of Kate Chase 
and all the belles of that time.

A Lawyer's Tramp,

One of the most remarkable pedestrian feats 
on record was coneiuded here last evening. 
Some months ago a veung lawyer came bere to 
practice his professien, He found the field al- 
ready fully occupied, and, not seeing 
much prospect of. earning more than 
his salt in his profession, became a sheep- 
herder down in the Arkansas Valley. He 
could find nothing in bis books relating to the 
conduct of the case ia Rand, and so dropped it. 
Arriving in Leadvilie dast week, with empty 
pockets, he overh a conversation of which 
pedestrianism was the, subject, and, remember- 
ig his long tramps in che yallev, hinted at bis 
abilities in that direction, ‘The upshot of the 
matter was that next egeriing he was seen tramp- 
ing up and down Harfison avenue with a bag, 
coutaining 100 pounds of sand, on bis shoulders, 
in the effort to walk. three miles in ab hour. 
carrying that weight, He accomplished his 
task wid pocketed But be wanted to 
make enough to buy office fixtures and the 
eteeteras that give ton’ to a lawyer's office, and 
got an offer ot $500 in ¢ase he should make 500 
miles in six days. A re arter-mile track was laid 
out oo Harrison aveuhe, extending from the 
Court-House to the Theatre Comique, up-dill 
one Way, aud at 7 o’clock on the evening of the 
17th he began his tramp. Watches were 
emploved, and for the six days ending 
last evening at 7 o’clock our young las- 
yer couid de seen egrning his first fee in 
Leadville. Fancy a man attempting such a feat 
on Chestnut street and you can form some idea 
of the difficaities overcome. There was no 
carefully-prepared track and clear course, but a 
crowded street, witn téams to be dodged and 
an abauncance of mud under foot. The rainy 
season had begun, and a daily sbower 
is a matter of course. On the last day 
of bis walk our pedestrian carried an umbrella, 
as it rained nearly ali day, and he was com- 
pelied to take to the crowded sidewalk. Not- 
withstanding rain, mud, crowd, darkness, the 
night tramp in the open air and the difficulty of 
severe exertion at tuts altitude, 445 miles were 
accomplisted tg exactly 100 bours of actual 
walking. If the weather had been favorable 
the 500 miles wouid undoubtedly have been 
made. As it is, the fact is unparaileled, and 
places the plucky young lawver in the front 
rank of pedestrians. His name is George W. 
Evans, age 22 years, weight 145 pounds. He 
comes from Augusta County, Virginia, and was 
without previous expérienve or training. H.s 
method was to walk ten miles and then rest 
from teu minutes to two hours. As soon as he 
retired trom the track he was offered ample 
backing in case he would go East and enter the 
lists against O’Leary and the other champions 
and ex-champions, and, in case be concludes to 
accept these offers, look out for some wonderful 
walking. A man who can walk 445 miles in the 
open street in six days at this altitude is @ mar- 
vel, aud will be heard from again.

The Story of Dahan Pasha's Murder. 
Corresnondence New York World. 

Wasurvaton, Aug. 14.—The Consular corre- 
spondence from Egypt gives full particulars of 
the murder there of Dahao Bey, or, to give him 
the higher title recentiy conferred on bim, 
Dahan Pasha, by a naturalized American citizen 
named Mirzav. Theshooting of Vahan took place 
on the Bourse at Alexandria, and the causes 
which ied to it run back some years into the old 
flush and reckless times of Mgyptian finances, 
cotton speculation, and wild management. 
Mirzan, the murderer, an American citizen by 
naturalization, isa native of Sniyroa, and bas 
been for a long time resident in Egypt at Alex- 
andria. He has been for some vears the pub- 
lisher of a small financial sheet prepared for the 
European mails. About flve years ago be wrote 
an article of a series of articles on Egyptian 
finance, a subject with which he was thoroughly 
familiar. These articles were very severe in their 
criticisms of the mavagement of affairs by the 
Kbedive and his Ministers, and were in tone very 
derogatory to the character of the Egyptian 
Government. Mirzan showed the articles, or 
drafts of them, to the Minister of Finance, and 
threavened to send them to Europe for pubiice- 
tion unless he was paid a certain sum. Several 
buodreds of pounds he wanted at once, and 
made other demands. ‘The Khedive at the time 
was absent at Constantinople, and the Minister 
of Finance did not feel justified or authurized 
to pay thissum. So the articles were published 
in some of the Continental journals of Europe, 
and found their way iate the English press. On 
the return of the Khedive be was annoved at 
the course things bad taken, and upbraided the 
Minister, saying that it would have been better 
if the sum asked had been paid and the articles 
suppressed. Mirzan, hearing of the feeling eu- 
ter:ained by the Khedive, followed up his plan, 
and threatened to make other and more damag- 
ing publications unless a sum of husb-money 
was paid him. The result was chat, after a little 
negotiation in the peculiar: way then followed 
about the palace of the Khedive, an agreement 
was made y the Finance Minister to pay Mirzan 
£50 a month for three rears ostensibly to pub- 
lish bis financial sheet and to exercise such in- 
fluence as he had in bolstering up Egyptian 
fitiances. The paper was a weekl¥, about the 
size of a half sheet of fvolscap, and printed on 
but one side. Mirzan continued to_ publish 
his paper, and received his “ salary or 
husb-money from the Government. About two 
veers ago the agreement ran oat and Mirzan 
made every effort to get it renewed. A tempo- 
rary renewal was effected, but this too stopped. 
Through Dahan Bey finaliy the arrangement 
was again entered toto, but at a much less rate, 
ana finally, at the coming in of the present Min- 
istrv last wiater, Known as the Franco-English 
Ministry, the pay. nents were finally Aiscontin- 
ned. For this stopoage Mirzan “blamed M. 
Dahan, The circumstances of the Bargain and 
of the claims H Mirzau were well known to the 
members of the Consular force about the palace 
at Cairo, and on the Bourse at Alexandria the 
two men were familiar figures. Since this stop- 
page last winter, according to rumor, Mirzan 
has received no payments or money from this 
claim for his publication, and in fact the Egrp- 
tian Governmént has been under uo Odhiga:ion 
recently, covert or open, to pay him anvthing. 
But Mirzan claimed that there were some pay- 
ments which sboald have come through Daban 
Bey from the Kuedtve personally. Dahan Bey 
or Pasha, the murdered man, was a lawyer re- 
siding at Alex mdria and engaged partially or 
wholly in business for the Goverumeut and for 
the Khedive. He was a person oi more than 
ordinary ability and one of the best lawvera in 
Egypt, and fit was understood that his influence 
with the Khedive was very great and on the 
whole well used. | 

He was in the habit of being at the palace 
every day when be was at Cairo, which was a 
considerable portion of the time, and of giving 
the Khedive counsel on legal matters. He ap- 

d in the courts on the part of the Khedrve 
and of the Government ou nearly all important 
eases. He was ao Armenian Egyptian. He 
may Lave been uoder Italian protection, but he

But 
Mrzan struck at Dahan with a cane, and the 
blow was parried by an umbrella. 
When Mirgan made a motion to draw 
a pistol from bis pocket, Dahan turned 
and retreated. but had gone only 4 yard 
or two Wien a ball entered his skull and 
be dropped dead. Mirzau went at once to the 
American Consulate and demanded protection 
there.

‘The Egyptian Minister to whom 
the application was made told Mirzan to reduce 
to writing his request, and to particularlv speci- 
fy the premises or land the grant of which he 
desired for the purpose named. Mirzan, us he 
now claims, caused surveve to be made and a 
petition drawn up at a considerable expense. . 
Alter consideration the request was denied 
by the Egyptian Government, and then 
Mirzan claimed as indemuity the sum of £1,000 
as expenses for his surveys and for expenses in 
drawing up his petition. There sre papers now 
on file in wae department in Washington which 
Mirzan sent, urging the Government ot the 
United States to make this claim weir own, and 
present it on his behalf against the yptian 
Government. This bare claim was all there was, 
according to his own statement. Mirzan is a 
man, at best, of doubtful character, and the true 
character of bis claims was — to large 
number of persons.

Gov, St. John Denying that Refugees Have 


Returned—Nearly All the Refugees Delng 
Well. 


Cinctnnatt Garetre. ; 

We are permitted to publish the following 
private letter from the Governor of Kansas‘ 

Tora, Aug. 9.—I bave the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt.of your letter of the 6th 
inst., io answer thereto, I will say that I do 
not know of 4 si refugee havitig returned 

ansas to the South.

Gentlemen were seot to this olace in the fn- 
terest of the planters of the South, who used 
every effort in their power to induce the refu- 
gees to return, and after spending two or three 
weeks here, being among the refugees almost 


daily, lailed to succeed in inducing any to go 


South. 

Some three months ago there was 8 bost-load 
of refugees landed at Wvandotte and Kansas 
City, and 1 have been informed that @ few of 
the number returoed South; but none have re- 
turned who bare come Into the interior 
of the State. Up to the pres- 
ent time about 7,00 refugees have 
come to Kansas; and, with the exception of 
about 100 vow rectivyiny aid through our Assoti- 
ation, atl ard selfanpporting. This hundred is 
composed of the cuilings of several thousand. 
Quite a large percentage are sick and disabled, 
o herwise thev would be also selfsupporting. 
While the tide of immigration is at present 
checked by reason of the quarantine regulations 
on the Migsiasippi. yet there are Many coming 
on to Kansas by rail from various portions oi 
the South, aud 48 son as the quarantine re- 
strictions are removed we May expect many 
thousands more to come to me Northern States. 

While the State of Kansas has never done 
anvthing to encourage this emicfation, vet it 
never has, nor ever will, ciose its doors against 
any who are wilting to come and ph: forth a 
faithful effort to make an honest living. 

Our Society has established a colony in Wa- 
baunsee County, about fifty miles west of here, 
which we bave undertaken to provide for. Of 
course we are depetident upon the charity of 
the philanthropic people of die North. 

So tas, wae Cupseributious received amount to 
$8,500, which sum has been faithfully expended 
where it has been most needed among the desti- |} 
tute colored people, aud it is gratifving to be 
able to assure you that none who have come 
among us have been permuted to suffer for the 
want of food or clothing, and we have given to 
them as comfortable quarters as the eircum- 
stances and means at our command would admit 
of, and 1 doubt now whether here are a hundred 
out of all that have come that could, for love or 
money, be ioduced to return to the States from 
which they came, 

These refucees, as a rule, are very industrious, 
sober, and well-behaved. ° are not paupers, 
but will, if afforded anything like a reasonable, 
fair opportunity, not only make their owa liv- 
ing, but will, belore maoy years, provide for 
themselves comfortable homes, and add wealth 
and prosperity to any State that will give them 
protection to life and pfoperty, coupled witu 
such rights as the law guarantees to every good 
citizen.

The Postal GuidewPuabile Lands. 

The Hostal Gud, just issued, shows that the 
number of post-offices fm the United States has 
doubied since 1852,—now num Ddéring 41,000. It 
has of late become a serious matter to com- 
municate circulars of the Department to this 
great number of offlees. To facilitate this 
work, the Poste! Guide was established some 
years ago. It has now been decided to issue it 
monthly instead of quarterly. The Guide for 
the begino ng of each year will contain a list of 
all post-offices, and the mouthly issues there- 
after will specify all enanges. The monthly 
issues will also contain all decisions of the De- 
partment upon general subjects, and all rulings 
upon special cases which can be of any interest 
to Postmasters to khow. Ihe Gud also to

The following circulat has been issued by the 
General L wd-Ofiee to Registers and Recetvers 
ot United States L ind-Offives: 

“Your attention is directed to the following 
extracts from the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, rendered at its last term, in the 
case of Stephen D. Hosmer vs. William 1. 
Wallace, but not vet reported: 

“* The plaintif® had acquired dy his settie- 
ment in 1856 no such interest in the premises 
as could control the disposition of them by the 
United States, should it be ultimately deter- 
mined that they were not covered by the grant. 
The land within the boundaries of the grant 
was not open to settlement under the Pre- 
emption laws, and his occupation from 1856 to 
his eviction in 1862 was that of a 
trespasser, and did pot originate any 
rigots which the Government was 
bound to respect. Ihe land was not then pub- 
lie land in the sense of those laws; and, even if 
it had been publicland to which no private 
claim was made, it ould not have been subject 
to settlement vay them until it had been sur- 
veyed. The act Congress of March 3, 1853, 
allowing a settlement on waosurveved lands in 
California, was limited in its, operation to one 
year. By the act of March 1, 1854, this privilege 
was extended for two years from that date, when 
it expirea. No other statute was passed open- 
ing uosurveyed lands fm Oaliférnia to pre-emp- * 
tion settlement untit Mar 30, 1853. The occu- 
pation, therefore, of the plaintiff, in October, 
1850, was a were intrusion upon the claim of 
au her. without any license of the Government; 
and, after he was evicted by legal process in 
February, 1863, rete dens were in the posses- 
sion of the defen and, therefore, not open 
to settlement by him. 

Whatever right of pre-emption the plaintiff 
acdvired, by his settlement, to lind outside of 
the boundaries of the Mexican grant, originated 
after May 30, 1802; but. as to land within those 
boundaries, no rigut could be initiated until the 
land was excladed from the tract confirmed by 
the approved survey of June, 1365. In neither 
case could the right of pré-emption extend to 
land in the occupation of the defendant at those 
dates. To create a ruut of pre-emption, there 
mast de settiement, juhabtitation, and improve- 
ment by the pre-em ptor,—conditions which can- 
not be met when the land is in the oveupation 
of another. Settlement, inhabitation, «nd im- 
provement of one piece of land can eonfer no 
rights to another adjacent toit, which, at the 
commencement of the settlement, is in 
the possession and use of others, though, upon a 
subsequent survey by the Government, it prove 
to be part of the same sectional subdivision. 
Under the Pre-emption laws, as held in Ather- 
ton versus Fowler, che right to make a settile- 
ment is to be exercised on unsettied land: the 
richt to make improvements is to be exercised 
on uvimproved land; und the richt to erect a 
dwelling-bouse is to be exercised on vacant.

That it has 
deen too much of a “soft thing is now gener- 
aily admitted. Io Belgium the rivers have left 
their beds, and Holland is 2 lake 
threatened by the ocean. The flax-crop is 
ruined; and that grand crop of tourists, which 
in former and better years was to be seen in 
Switzerland, France, and Germany, has this 
season, from combined financial and meteoro- 
Jogical reasons, been very small. There are 
empty houses in Municn (Bavaria) by the score, 
although prices of real estate have not dectined 
as. yet. A house was recently sold there for 
112,000 marks, and it is by no means a palace. 
But the German towns which are in a girdle of 
jroo—either by fortresses, as Magdeburg, or 
surrounded by dear land and private unsalabje 
estates, as sO Many others—have often only one 
wav to erow—upwards,—and thus values are 

maintained. 

The Hungarians are calculating, too, how 
high prices they may be able to obtain for their 
wheat in this exceptionally wet year. Now there 
isan immense margin for an upward move- 
ment compared only as with the prices of last 
year.

The prices varied according to the months, 
but in general there was no great difference 
between the first and second half-vears.

Temperance societies do not thrivein Ger- 
many. The Berlin Society Against Jntemperance 
has published its forty-second report; and the 
result is, that there are only forty-two members. 
The collections have amounted to the insignifi- 
cant sum of 212 marks, or some $40. However, 
it is intended to try and evoke some enthusiasm 
for temperance coffee and eating houses.

It is a mooted question in Wur- 
temburg whether the newspapers or beer-shops 
have the most subscribers, considered individ- 
ually. The population of the Kingdom is only

MARRIAGE IN FRANCE. 
Transiated for The tribune from the Paris Gods. 
M. Louis Legrand, a member of the French 

Chamber of Deputies, has just published a 
book entitled “Marriage and Manners in 


Frauce. 

To those who pretend that the number of 
marriages is diminishing in France, the statistics 
gathered by M. Legrand prove the contrary. 
In the urst half of the present century, the au- 
nual average gave one marriage for each 127 
inhabitants. Since that time the proportion 
has increased to one marriage to 124 inhab- 
itants. If the different countries of Europe 
are compared in the matter of marriage, France 
will be found to stand fifth on the list, which is 
as follows: Hungary,. Russia, Germany. Aus- 
tria, France, England, Deomark, Holland, 
Switzerland, Italv, Norway, Belgium, Scotland, 
Sweden, Greece, Rougania, and Ireland. Thus 
in England there are fewer marriages than in 
France. In Belgium there are about 10 per 
cent less, which is the more astonishing as the 
latter country is comparatively the more dense- 
ly populated,—having a greater population to 
the square mile. Belgium bas 184 inhabitants 
to the square mile, while Brazil has but one. In 
respect to population, marriages are the most nu- 
merous in Hungary, and the fewest in Ireland. 
This, without doubt, is due to the fact that 
Hungary is a fertile country, producing wheat 
in abundance, while in Ireland the people suffer 
more or less from huager. It bas been remark- 
ed in France that, in the years of scareity or in- 


dustrial crisis, marriages are much less fre- 
quent; while thev sensibly increase during the 
years of abundance and good times. Thus, in 
1847, the year of high prices, the proportion of 
marriages fell to one in every 142 inhabitants: 
but in the succeeding vear, which was one of 
abundance, the ratio increased to one in 121 in- 
habitants. 

After a season of epidemic there is always an 
increased number of marrieges,—the result of 
that mrsterious law which impels the body so- 
cial, like the human organism, to repair its 
losses. Thus, in 1883 marriages were much 
more frequent than in 1832, the year in which 
the cholera made its appearance in the country. 
There are other things which equally influence 
the number of ma One of these is the 
conscription. From 1811 to 1815 very many 
young men married in order to escape 
the draft. The same state of things was 
renewed in 1870, at the  breaking-out 
ofthe war with Germany; and it was more 
marked in Paris than in the rural districts. 
Density of population also has it influence, for 
marriages are more frequent in cities than in the 
cous-ry. Iu the Department of the Seine, 
which contains the City of Paris, there is an 
average of one marriage to every 101 of podula- 
tion; in the Parisian suburbs, one in every 122; 
and in the country, one in 129. 

Not only has the number of mar- 
riages increased since the nung of 
the century, but, in addition, their aver- 
age duration has been augmented 
by the additional length of average life. In 1821 
it was twenty-three vears two months; in 181, 
twenty-four years six months; and to-day it nas 
attained twenty-five years. Thus it wiil be seen 
it is possible to celebrate the silver wedding of 
the great majority of married couoles. If the 
same rate of progress continues, golden wed- 
dings, instead of being an exception, will be- 
come the rule, and in a few centuries there will 
be seen only Philemons and Baucis. 

There is, however, another side to the picture. 
While there has been an increase in the number 
of marriages, their fecundity has constantly 
diminished. The number of children, 
which was an average of four 
to each married couple at the commence- 
ment of the century, is hardly three to-day. 
The most disastrous year io this respect was 
1871, during which the birth-rate descended to a 
lower figure than ever before seen, —tweaty-two 
births for 1,000 inhavitants, while the actual 
average is from twenty-five to twenty-six, 
around which the birtu-rate has osciliated for 
forty years. No nation, without exception, pre- 
sents a productiveness so light, and at the same 
time so constant. At the beginning of this 
century. when the population was 27.000, 
there were more births than in 1860 with a 
census of 36,000,000. This condition is pe- 
cullar to France, whose population increases 
more slowly than that of any other European 
nation. Departments in which is to be 
found the greatest fecundity are the Gard, 
Cotes-du- Nord, and Upper Alps; the most 
sterile are Gers, Charento, and the Seine. In 
Paris marriages are the least productive. In 
1874 there were lu France 9,771 births of twins 
and 125 of triplets. 

The statistics indicate that the greatest num- 
ber of conceptions take place in Aprii, May, 
June, and July; alter which there is a gradual 
diminution during August, September, October, 
and November. winter not a very fa- 
vorable season. except during the Carnival 
which is distinguished by more births out 
than in wedlock, | 

The statistician reveals another singular fact. 
It is customary always to speak of the weaker 
sex,—the timid sex,—the iy pe 2 of 
women.

FRENCH POLITICS. 
Tvransiated from a French Jouraul, for The Tribune, 
by Amma tunen. 

Lrows, July 30,—Arriv.ng in Lyons yesterday. 
I found political aff ore disturbed than 
during a previous visit & few months ago, Joy 
then beamed on every countenance, and for the 
first time in my life I was favored to see a Pre- 
fect laughing with ail his beart. MacMahon 
had made bis successor a visit of adieu in 
dress-coat and around hat; Grevy had returned 
the courtesy, likewise in a round hat and dress- 
coat. All this passed without uniforms and 
without bottes de cuirassier. The piece was ad- 
mirably played, like an uninterrapted nelody 
on a newly-invented musical suuff-boxr. “ What 
do you think of our crisis?’ was asked on every 
hand. Are you content with us in Switzerland?’ 
“You mast acknowledge that MacMahon has 
retired with all the dignity possibile, with a 
tact and courtesy no one dared .to hope for.” 
Do you know what Germany thinks of us!“ 
I protested that I had no access to the councils 
of the gods, and far less to the Cabinet of the 
Empire; that I troubled myself but little about 


German politics, having long since left Germany 
to reside in Switzeriand. Still the interroga- 
tories didn’t cease; and it was evident that 
under this apparent security there was some 
anxiety regarding the durability of the tran- 
quulity. 

What singular people these French are! 
Here, in this city, so renowned for its clerical 
opinions, a thuusand peovle assembled last 
Sunday morning to bear the distinguished Prot. 
Broca deliver a discourse; and, what is more 
astonisning, they applauded as if at the theatre! 
Lyons is a rich and industrious city, and, when 
these elemects unite, a certain spirit of sacrifice 
is visible in view of the general welfare. ‘he 
new ouild.ngs of the Medica! Faculty cost nearly 
ten millions, and surpass any seen elsewhere, 
even in Germany... France, wnich was so back- 
ward in science during the Empire, is working 
zealously to Gil up the gaps; and, if Germany 
continues to disperse all her means ju military 
— she will de obliged to cross the 

vsges to see and study wha. is sew. 

Party-soirit, however, is now raging to a fear- 
ful extent in Lyons; and, if the last heir of the 
Imperial dynasty was pot slumbering In the 
tomb, it is probable a serious outbreak would be 
the consequence. Oa arriving yesterday, my 
ears were saluted, ever and anoa, with cries of 
“Vive la Republique!” “Vive l’Empire!” in 
the most antagonistic mauner possible. The 
anticipated destruction of the Tuileries, and 
the more than regal fete of Gambetta 
at the Palace Bourbon, are regarded 
by the Imperialists as of at political 
significance; and even liberal Republicans are 
not backward iu expressing their dissatisfac- 
tion in to the former. The Imperialists 
regard the féte of Gambetta as an insult to the 
memory of the dead Prince Imperial, whose 
body was placed in the vault at Chiselburst only 
a few short bours before. This tete was not in 
the solemo, conventional, majestic style over 
which the painter Dav.d once presided; there 
was nothing Roman about it; it was all Paris- 
ian—ali arranged a la Watteau. It is doubtful 
whether the Palace Bourbon ever gave a fete 
more brilliant, even woen the Duchess Dowager 
ot Bourbon and her grandson, the Prince of 
Conde, there beld court. The latter poured 
millions by the twenties into the cumpletion of 
this palace, which soon afterwards assumed the 
name of the Maison de la Revolution. Napo- 
leon made of it the Corps Legislatif; ne Resto- 
ration there lodged its Chamber of Deputies. 
From the bight of its tripunal the words of 
Benjamin Constant have fallen, the repar- 
tees of Royer Collard, the proud de- 
fease of Cassimer Perier. There in 
this hall, silent to-day, to-morrow witness of 

blic discussions, has been heard the voice of 

ryer, the fine irony of Thiers, the rbetoric 
of Monialembert, the defiance of Jules Favre, 
—the proudest and saddest words in history, 
the Jamais of M. Rouher. and Il est troop 
tard of Lamartine. The moral and politicai 
history of the age can be formed out of this 
shred of Paris, waich will soon be occupied by 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

The pictures of the Prince Imperial now 
abounding have naturally brought forth those 
of the Dake of Reicnstadt, who died at Vienna. 
One of the latter represents the son of Napo- 
leon I. in the white uniform of Austria,—anis 
hands crossed in death and decorations on his 
breast. Is it vot stranze that these two sons 
olf Emperors who governed France should die 
in foren uuiforms,—itbe one io the whice of 
Austria, and the ocher in whe red upiform of 
Eugland!

AMERICA’S GROWING TRADE. 


Great Britain Dependence Upon the United 
States, as Showa by Mr. Evarts’ Reports 


to Cungress. 
Correspondence New York World. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 14—Lhe annual 
report of Secretary Evarts to the House of 
Representatives on the commercial relations of 
the United States with foreigu countries shows 
that the depression in trade abroad continues, 
and that the labor trowbles are increasing. 
Some of the leading Governments of Europe, 
especially Germany, bave appoiated commis- 
sions to investigate the causes of the orotracted 
dustrial depression, The Secretary says the 
ope of Europe seems based upon the returning 
prosperity of the Un ted Scates, but he thinks 
that will be a detusive reliance, for he finds that 
this couutry is depending more and more upon 


its own resources, and is not buying very much 
from foreizo merchants and manufacturers. 
‘The Consular re from Great Britain are 
fuller than those from any o der country, the 
reports for 1877 having just been sent ia. This 
was an extraordinary year in the bistory of that 
country m the matter of importations. The 
total importations for copsump Lion were r 
than they had ever been before, amounting to 
81.657. 120.000, and the balance of trade against 
Great Britain was 8300, 403,000, more than one 
and a half times the total importations of the 
United States. The following table shows the 
priuetpal articles of importation, and the value, 
into the United Kingdom during 1577 and 1878:

The report remarks of this table: 

“In the forego ey of importation; (omit- 
ting the decrease wheat, sugar, and coffee) 
the articles of greatest importance as indicative 
of the decline of British manufactures are cot- 
toa, wool, and timber. ‘The decrease in these 
turee articles dur ug de year 1876, as comovared 
with the preced ut year; amouated to over 86. 
000,000. ‘The decline im the timber import, be- 
ing very marked, shows conclusively the great 
depression in the ship-baild ng trade and io the 
o her trades into which Wood ana timber enter 
as principal factors. fhe decrease in the impor- 
tation of cotton, although not so pronounced as 
that in timber, is still as emonatle in connection 
with the depression of this great industry of 
Great Britain.”’ 

The exoortation of eotton from the United 
K nguom has decrined from $277,190,00) in 1877 
to 7, 103.00) in 1878. The exoorta‘ion of 
woolen manufactures hs declined about $3,000,- 
090; of iron and steel, Wroaght ind uowrougnt, 
over $8,500,000; coais, $8,509,000; |i jate 
yaros, and manufactures, almost $5,500,000. At 
the same time the feport shows. what is es- 
pecially interesting to His country, that he im- 
portations of manufactured cottons have de- 
creased more io apptarance than in reality. 
During the flye vears Deginaing with 1874 and 
ending with 1878, the decrease has been $67,- 
833, or nearly one-third of the importations 
of 1374, while iu quantity tne decrease has been 
only one-elevento. This is true of the decrease 
in dx borted cottons. While their value is less, 
the — exported was greater in 1878 thau 
in 1874. 

The table of imports shows that the United 
States lead all other countries tu the value of 
commodities sent to the United Kingdom. Their 
exports thither have increased from $254,575,000 
in 1872 to $375,234.00) in 1877. The country 
stand.ng next in im nce in this res is 
France, which in 1877 sent to Great Britain 
goods to the value of $221,234,000, While France 
has thus been increas.ng its export trade with 
Great Britain, its imdorts from that couatry 
have fallen off in the same years from $222,195,- 
000 to $96,643,090. More tnan half of the in- 
crease of our export trade has been due to the 
great dem ind for our breadstuffs and our wood 
und timber. The increase in the value of the 
latter. and of wheat, sugar, and Indian corn 
—— to $57,995,000, The trade between the 
two countries began to turu in favorof the 
United States in 1835. Io 1853 the imports and 
exoorts to and from the Great Britain were al- 
most equal. In the two foliowing years the bal- 
ance Was against us, but since then it has been 
increasing in our iavyor until the above result has 
been reached. 

It is a mistake to suppose that cotton from 
this country is less in demand in Eugt ind than 
it was seven years ago. ‘Lhe difference between 
the amounts exported in 1872 and 1878 is not 
material. O.ber commodities have grown to 
be relatively more important articles of com- 
merce, but not at the expense of cotton. - The 
follow ng table will show the value of the ex- 
portations of our leadiug commodities for the 
years 1872 and 1877, the latter bemg the last 
year for which complete returns are had:

THE NUMBER OF IDLE WORKERS. 
The eight-hour Communists have taken 
to street-preaching. A few nights ago a 
small crowd on the corner of Twenty-second 
and State streets were regaled by an eight- 
hour work—ten-hour pay—harangue by O. 
A. Brsnor. He said: 
„There were 8,000,000 of workers in the eoun- 
try. aud 2,500,000 idle men. ‘The latter were con- 
sumers, and the former were supporting them. 
By withdrawing this surplus labor from the mar- 
ket. which would be done by lessening the hours of 
labor, the wages of all would be raised, since there 
would bea ‘corner,’ and the necessities of work - 
men would not ix the rate. 
The assertion that there are two-and-a-half 
million men in the United States at this time 
wanting work and cannot find it is made by 
a knave for purposes of deception or by an 
ignoramus who doesn’t know what he is gab- 
bling about. Hesays there are eight millions 
of workers in this country. Granted. But 
one full half are agriculturists and work on 
land. This leaves four millions for the cities 
and towns. Subtract Brsnor’s 2,500,000 
and it only leaves 1,500,000 at work in all 
employments except farming in thé United 
States. Ac@&rding to this veracious story, 
25 mechanics and laborers out of every 40 
throughout the Union are existing in a state 
of involuntary idleness, and only 15 out of 
40 can find anything to do! Such is the as- 
sertion this fellow Brsuor fired out at the 
persons who came within ear-shot of him. 
The conclusion he drew from his ridiculous 
statement was that the only way to find 
work for those vast masses of idle men 
was for those who have . situations 
to refuse to work more than 
eight hours per day (but charging 
for ten hours), which would make room for 
one-quarter more men to do the present 
work. Thereby 375,000 idle men would be 
provided with situations. This would still 
leave 2,125,000 of Brsnor’s men in buckram 
unemployed, or more than one-half of the 
whole number of city and town workers. 
How is work to be found forthem? The O. 
A. Brsuop plan would be to reduce the hours 
of work from eight to three and a half per 
day, but to charge for ten. Then everybody 
could get employment and three times as 
much wages as he earned. Thus “ every- 
thing would be lovely, and the goose hang 
high.” 

But, when we get down to the frigid facts 
of the case, not one laborer in fifty in the 
United States is at this time out of employ- 
ment, if he is willing to perform work that 
soils the hands or draws perspiration from 
the brow. The “horny-handed” classes, 
with few exceptions, have all they want to 
do. The country always has a supply 
of tramps and loafers who prefer begging, 
dead-beating, and stealing to working; aud 
it is in this class of drones and vagrants that 
Bisnor must find his 2, 500, 000 idle men.” 
A couple of years ago, during the hard times, 
we used to hear the wild assertion made by 
demagogs that there were two millions of 
idle workmen seeking for labor. It was 
claimed that in Massachusetts alone there 
were 120,000 operatives out of employment 
and in a suffering condition. Dan Voor- 
ners, Sam Cary, Ben Born, and fellows 
of that ilk stuck to these statements until 
recently. Last year a careful enumeration 
was made by the State authorities of all the 
idle persons in Massachusetts willing to 
work and out of employment. Every name 
was put down, with residence and trade or 
occupation, and when the lists from the 
whole State came to be footed up, instead of 
there being 120,000 operatives, both male 
and female, out of work, as the gate-money 

had asserted, there wert barely 

17,000 in the entire State, containing a pop- 
ulation of 1,700,000. Thus there was found 
but one person for each hundred inhabitants 
seeking work who could not get it. Since then

Perhaps the most unfortunate feature of 
this unfortunate subject is that Mrs. Spracus 
should be obliged to talk about the matter at 
all; but this second statement will command 
more respect than the earlier, hastier, and 
angrier version credited to the lady. Itisa 
franker and more rational account of the 
domestic trouble into which Mr. Conguro’s 
name has been dragged, and, unless it should 
be neutralized by some tangible evidence of 
sufficient provocation for Gov. Spracur’s 
excited resentment, it will gain for his wife 
a large an.ount of charity and sympathy.

THE MISERIES OF INDIA. 

One of the most powerful presentations of 
the miseries of the people of India was re- 
cently made at an immense mevting in Lon- 
don, presided over by Mr. Joun Bricur, by 
Mr. LatMonun Guosz, a native Calcutta law- 
yer, who was sent to England for that pur- 
pose by an influential association represent- 
ing the opinions of educated natives in all 
the Presidencies. Although he spoke but half 
an hour, his address is described by the Eu- 
glish press as remarkably concise and elo- 
quent. His first grievance, was the financial 
one. According to his statement the Indian 
Government has recently imposed upon 
the native population a tax amounting to 
$7,500,000 annually,—the plea for this large 
increase being the necessity of providing a 
fund for use in case of the recurrence of 
famine. This tax is levied upon the poorer 
classes, descending as it does upon in- 
comes as low as four shillings per week. The 
official class is exempt, though their incomes 
are immense. Unjust and burdensome as 
this tax is, it fell upon the people with still 
more crushing weight when they discovered 
that the entire amount derived from it was 
diverted from its legitimate purpose and ap- 
plied to the expense of the Afghan war— 
which Mr. Guosz denounced as a needless 
and aggressive war, and one which the peo- 
ple of India did not favor, and which Mr. 
Bricut spoke of, amid great popular ap- 
plase, as a war begun in folly and.wicked- 
ness and ending in an ignominious peace. 
Mr. Guosx further complained of the gagging 
of the press, and gave an instance of the 
silencing of one of the best papers in India 
for printing a letter that was objectionable 
to the Government. He bitterly derounced 
the disarming of the people as an indignity, 
and a hardship also, as it has deprived the 
people of every means of defense in many 
localities where their lives are constantly 
exposed to the attacks of savage beasts, and 
their herds are always in danger. He also 
condemned the repeal of the cotton duty, 
which, while it relieved the Lancastire 
manufacturers, had made a serious deficit in 
the Indian revenues which had to be sup- 
plied by taxation. 

One of the strongest grievances presented 
by Mr. Guosz was the exclusion of the na- 
tives from any share in the administration of 
their public affairs. In the army they can- 
not rise above the rank of a subaltern, and 
in the civil service they are hampered with 


natives, and wela them more and more into 
that unity of feeling, and hope, and action 
which constitute national life, are we not in 
Tact preparing them to do without us?” 
It is a hopeful sign for India that 
her grievances are at last begin- 
ning to attract popular attention 
in England to such an extent that the Gov- 
ernment is at last beginning to make some 
inquiry, and to look about for remedies. It 
has discovered that the orange is squeezed 
dry, and that nothing more can be wrurg 
out of the unfortunate people, who are re- 
duced to a condition of hardship and desti- 
tution almost equal to that of the people of 
Egypt. It has already proposed to reduce 
the immense expenditure in a clumsy way 
by disorganizing the armies of the fendatory 
States, and thereby saving that portion of 
the expenditure which is applied to them. 
This measure of relief, however, will be only 
a drop in the bucket. If it would go throngh 
the military and civil service and weed out 
the thousands of officials who are paid im- 
mense salaries for doing nothing, extirpate 
the parasites who are devouring the very 
substance of India, there might be some ray 
of hope for the unfortunate people. This, 
however, is just what the English Gover® 
ment will never do.

REBEL WAR CLAIMS. 

What Mr. BLacsurn and other Southern lead- 
ers mean when they assert their purpose of repeal - 
ing the Republican legislation or striking tne War 
measures from the statute-hooks is that the South, 
the old rebellions States, shall in some way secure 
the payment of the Soutbera claims, as they are 
called, the payment of the War debt, the payment 
ef pensions to Rebel soldiers. aad the payment for 
their siaves.’’—Jaterview of Er- Go. Dennison. 

But the Fourteenth Amendment stands in 
the way of all propositions for the payment 
of the Rebel War debt, Rebel pensions, etc., 
exclaims the Northern doughface Democrat. 
In regard to the assumed permanency of 
the late constitutional amendments, Gov. 
DENNISON recalls some circumstances in con- 
nection With their ratification which are 
worthy of consideration. He calls attention 
to the fact that Kentucky, Delaware, and 
Maryland have never ratified the Fourteenth 
Amendment; that New Jersey and Ohio 
withdrew their consent, previously given, to 
its ratification; and that New Tork, 
having ratified the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment, subsequently, through the action 
of a Democratic Legislature, withdrew 
its consent. Quoting the significant remark, 
of Wan Hampton, to the effect that he 
cared nothing about the financial question, 
but what he and his friends wanted was the 
Democratic control of the Government,” 
Gov. Dennison refers to the fact that each of 
the States dissenting from the Fourteenth 
Amendment,—Ohio, New Jersey, and New 
York,—has a prominent candidate for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination, namely : 
Tuvnman in Ohio, McOcetian in New Jersey, 
and Tub in New York. Whereupon he 
says: 

„How far Messrs, Tutüuax,. MecrztlAx, or 
TiLpEN, if elected President, would feel bound to 
obey the votes of his State in rejecting the amend- 
ments, I will not discuss, further than to say I 
would deem it safer to thé country to have a Demo- 
cratic President from a State approving of all the 
amendments than one from a State rejecting any of 
them.” 

Then he proceeds to show that the pretext 
for a declaration of the illegality of the Four- 
teenth Amendment may be found in the fact 
that certain States refuged to ratify it; and, 
the Democratic party once in control of the 
Executive and Legislajive Departments of 
the Government, can easily remodel the Ju- 
dicial Department to suit its purposes. No 
doubt a Supreme Court could be so consti- 
tuted as to secure a decision adverse to the 
legality of all the amendments to the Con- 
stitution. Such a decision would not be 
more obnoxious to justice or more subver- 
sive of all recognized rules of statutory con- 
struction than the decision in the Drep Scorr 
case. That decision was ordered by Southern 
Democratic leaders, precisely as the Ozar of 
Russia might order the public executioner to 
out off the head of a Nihilist. Oa this point, 
—the readiness of the Democratic party to 
override law, custom, and precedent to ac- 
complish its purpose, whether just or un- 
just,—Gov. Dzwntson aptly remarks : 

‘*Tnere is no constitutional obstacle to the in- 
creasing number of Supreme Judges. and there is 
certainly nothing in the history of the Democratic 

party to suggest a doubt of ite readiness to make 
such Increase when necessary to accomplish its 
purposes; and certain it is that there could be no 
greater offense to public opinion or tothe moral 
sense of the country by increasing the J adges to in- 
validate the Fourteenth Amendment than didresult 
from the Drep Scort decision.” 

He cites the fact as publicly known that 
in Virginia the Democrats make no secret of 
their purpose to secure the reseinding of the 
Fourteenth Amendment by this precise 
method,—the enlargement of the Supreme 
Court,—and so “at last get their bonds and 
pensions paid and be paid for their slaves.” 

These views, coming from a man long out 
of public life, and as long free from all par- 
ticipation in active politics, are especially 
significant. They are the views of an on- 
looker who, having surveyed the field 
calmly, finally becomes alarmed at ‘the 
menacing aspect of events, and, no longer 
able to restrain his indignation, rushes into 
the thickest of the fight imspired by a 
patriotic desire to assist in the rescue of his 
country from deadly peril. Nothing, doubt- 
less, but a sense of impending danger to his 
country coyld have drawn Gov. DENNIson * 
from his long voluntary retirement. It is 
one of the most hopeful signs of the times 
that, more than a year before the Presi- 
dential election, the Democratic position is 
so unmasked as to create intense alarm in 
the minds of the class to which Gov.

are still left political and social aspeots that 
are worthy of consideration. We haven't 


disooverv, but considering the Southern en- 
pacity for phoolery,” we are not going to 
insult their intelligence by denying that his 
statements are not correct, Mr. WATTERSON 
himself says that the Southern whites are 
never actuated by logical reason. are ignorant 
of mathematics, and always move upon the 
impulses of imagination and gush. This be 
ing the case, we may compute for them some 
of the mathematical measurements of the 
Irish elephant they propose to import in 
the place of the meek, docile, and long-suf- 
fering African. 

Let us suppose that two or three million 
good, average Irishmen go down South to 
take the place of an equal number of blacks. 
Undoubtedly the “South” will obtain a robust, 
able-bodied class of laborers. The Irish, as a 
rule, are hard workers, and as soon as they 
become acclimated will do the work in bet- 
ter shape and more of it than the negroes; 
but they will not do it on the same condi- 
tions, They will demand a much larger 
share of the crops than the blacks do, and 
they will get it or there will be trouble. 
They will not allow themselves to be swin- 
died on contracts or supplies of food and 
clothing. They will demand an interest in 
the land which they cultivate. If their de- 
mands are not met, there will be a row. If 
their wages are not rated, there will be a 
strike. If the strike is resisted, there will be 
lively Donnybrook fairs all over the South 
where brickbats and shillelahs grow. They 
won't allow themselves to be cheated or bull- 
dozed. They have none of that lamb-like 
doeility which characterizes the poor negro. 
If any one hits thom, they will hit back and 
are apt to bit very hard. Their love of a 
row is so intense that they will have no diffi- 
culty in finding plenty of opportunities to 
erack the crowns of chivalrous bulldozers. 
If the fire-eaters attempt to ballot-box-stuff 
or bullyrag them, as they have the negroes, 
they will discover that they have waked up 
the wrong passengers. The Irish will not be 
cheated or tissue-papered, hunted down, 
shot-guaned, or driven from their homes. 

Looking at the matter from a political 
point of view, it may be stated that the 
Irish will want a big sbare of the offices, 
and, What's more, they will have them, by 
dang.” As a race, they have a wonderful 
capacity for absorbing offices. They take 
them without any serious injury to their na- 
tive modesty, and any!bing in the way of an 
office, from that of Pound-Keeper to the 
Presidency of the Southern Confederacy, 
will not be in danger of spoiling for want of 
an occupant. They are not the men to see 
an office suffer for want of an occupant. As 
an Iowa paper says, A score of able-bodied 
Irishmen have more voting power than a 
thousand timid darkies; they will elevate 
themselves into office in the South with- 
out the aid of a derrick, and, once in, there 
is no danger that they will soon get out 
again. The Irish Democrat’s staying power 
is tremendous. During the War he was 
pro-slavery in his feelings, and his sympa- 
thies were largely with the South; but the 
bulldozers will find to their hearts’ content 
that his sympathies with them are not so 
strong that he will endure any abuse or man- 
ifest any striking degree of docility when 
any one steps on the tail of his coat. 

All things considered, it might not be so 
very bad if the change were mrde. The 
North would have a black elephant” 
whose keeping might trouble it. It would 
have two or three million Republican negroes 
who might prove an embarrassment of riches ; 
but, on the other hand, the South would get 
two or three millions of Irishmen, who 
would give the Solid South all the De- 
mocracy they want, and more too. If there 
were two or three hundred thousand Irish- 
men in Mississippi they would give the bull- 
dozers a kind of Democracy that would 
make their Mississippi Plans aud Yazoo 
Methods seem like child’s play. Go on with 
your Catholic Confederacy, ‘* be jabers.“

Good crops enable the farmer to buy largely of 
all kind of supplies, and tbis stimulates trade 
and makes good times, which can be as justly 
credited to resumption as were the failures of 
last year and the year before to SHERMAN’s 
policy.

Prof. Francis A. WALKER, of Yale College, 
who is one ot the most promivent bi-metallists 
in the country, and served as one of the Amer- 
icav Silver Commission which met fn Paris last 
summer to discuss the subject of the remon- 
etization of silver with representatives from the 
different nations in Europe, was in New York 
City the other day. A Tribune reporter of that 
city asked him whether he bad read Congress- 
man W. D. Keiiex’s account of. his interview 
with Bismarck, and if he had amythimg to say 
on the subject of the views which Bismarck 
then expressed. Prof. WaLkeR replied that 
he hesitated to say anything directly based on 
the report of that interview, but he would say 
that be was convinced that the remonetization of 
silver was inevitab’e in Germany at no distant 
day. He was unable to assign any rearonabte 
explanation for its ever having been demone- 
tized there, and thought that it was attributabie 
to a Sort of craze which followed the great suc- 
cess of the German army over France. Ger- 
many looked on England as owing ber prosperity 
to her single standard, and thought that she 
might at once share this and further cripple 
France by depre-iating ber silver currency if sbe 
should adopt the single standard also, and thus 
pour vast quantities of silver into France. The 
financial calamities under which Germany is at 
present suffering Prof. Wals attributes to 
the adoption of this course, and he preaicts that 
Germany ean never recover ber prosperity until 
ane returns to the double standard. When Ger- 
many does thus return, France, Holland, Scan- 
dinavia, and the United States can unite with 
her. With such a unton as this, the body of sil- 
ver would be 80 distributed that gold and silver 
could float together at a fixed ratio, say fifteen 
and one-half to one.’’ , 

The Boston Advertier has been looking 
around to find out the cause of the remarkabie 
growth of the Democratic party in Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut. In analyzing the popu- 
lation of New England it discovers one-third of 
the people are foreigners, and that the Roman 
Catholic population numbers 861,000, who are 
pearly all furnished work by Republicans, but 
who vote the State-Sovereienty ticket solid as 
the South.” In 1825 the Roman Catholie inter- 
est in New England was represented by ove 
Bishop, three priests, and seven little chapeis, 
with a few bundred members.

This is a large increase, 
and it looks as if New England will in the near 
future become a stronghold of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church and the Democratic partr, as the 
Celtic element is increasing much faster than 
the native Puritan. It is thought that Con- 
necticut in a few years will contain a majority 
of Romanists, and Massachusetts in ten ora 
dozen vears hence will be practically under the 
same control. A Democratic paper gicefully 
observes in view of this coming change: It is

A BOY SHOT, 

There is a growing impression that Chicago is 
rapidly becoming wicked, like St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, and those other ancient and stogy old 
towns, and, to tell the truth, some of the people 
in the West Division are doing their utmost to 
ke¢p up this reputation. The affrays of all de- 
scriptions which have occurred in the streets 
during the past forty-eight hours, a though 
not one of them resulted fatally 
so far, were all ot the most 
sanguinary and malicious character, and bad 
either of them actually resulted in murder, it is 
quite probable that the Sheriff would be called 
upon to buy some rope. An affray more serious 
than avy of those revorted in yesterday’s TRIB- 
UNB occurred at 5 o’clock in the morning at the 
southeast corner of Jefferson and Sixteenth 
streets. The quarrel grew out of the 
drunken and obnoxious conduct of one 
ot a number ef young men who at- 
fended 4 dance given at the house 
of August Mueller, a tailor living on Sixteenth 
street, pear Jefferson. Only a few words passed 
between the parties while in the bail-room, and 
it was mutually agreed to settle the difference 
after the dance was over, and then not in the 
bouse of two old people who were friendly to 
both parties, but in the streets. These words 
were between Albert Braungart, 20 years 
of age, and August Voss, 8 vears 
of age. When the dance was over, Henry 
Voss. a brother to August, and Feury Saller 
made up one party, and Braungart was assisted 
by Albert Jacques and a couple of o hers whose 
names are unknown. Upon meeting at the cor- 
ner the two priucipals had some angry words 
about the quarrel in the dance-hal], and Braun- 
gart threateninglv exhibited a formidable pair 
of lead knuckles, which he afterwards handed 
to his companion. Words soon came to blows, 
and the Voss party, being the weaker, 
retreated before the others, who had commenced 
throwing bricks and chunks of Iimestone at 
them. Finding themselves hardly pressed, 
Henry Voss drew a small-size Colt’s revolver, 
with the intention only of scaring back the of- 
fending party. Just as be did so Henrv Saller 
was struck on the bead by a chunk of limestone, 
and in anger he snatched the revoiver and brau- 
dished it in the iace of the ove who struck 
him. The assault continuing, Saller cocked the 
weapon and fired, not with the intention of hit- 
ting any one, he says, but simplv for the pur- 
pose of scaring them off. He therefore 
fired directly between Braungart and Jac- 
ques, but did not see afriend of both parties, 
named August Freidberg, who was simply a 
looker-on, and who was leaning against a 
tence near the corner. The bullet struck 
young Freidberg in the abdomen, but 
no attention was shown to bim 
as the fight with stones was still continued. 
When the injured boy made Known his condi- 
tion, his companion took bim to Dr. Braun's of- 
fice atthe corner of Canalport avenue and 
Union street, and thence to his home, No. 628 
Union street. 

At 6:30 last evening the patient was resting 
quietly. Dr. Braun was at bis dedside. During 
the day be had probed the wound as 
far as he dared, but owing to the 
contraction of the muscles he could not 
trace the bullet further than through the ab- 
dommal wall. It was his impression, however, 
that the ball had ro power enough to punet- 
ure the abdominal wall, and bad then fallen 
into the cavity. If it had gone through the 
body, or had wounded any of the intestines, he 
thought there would be more pain. The point 
at which it entered was about two inches to the 
right and a little below the navel. Auv wound 
in such a Vital point was always dangerous, and, 
while the Doctor hopes for a revnvery, 
be could not give such an opinion to the reia- 
tives. About the bedside was the mother, a 
widow, 62 years of age, whose chief support the 
boy August was. Although only 18 ears of 
age he found steady and lucrative employment 
with a tailor doing business near Miller's shop. 

When the police beard of the affrav, Lieut. 
Ward sent fortb Officers Laughlin, Carey, Me- 
Dermott, and Kennedy, and they soon placed 
under arrest Henry Saller, who owned up to 
having gone the shooting, August and Henry 
Voss, Albert Braungart and Albert Jacques, 
and a little boy who witnessed the affray named 
Emil Guderian. Upon Saller was found the 
weapon. It carries a No. 22 cartridge, aud only 
one chamber was empty. All of the boys were 
taken at their bomes. In Jacques’ possession 
was found the leaa knuckles which was ex- 
hibited at the beginning of the fleht. Saller 
is very truthful ebout the occurrence, and 
ceclares that voung Freidberg was in no way 
implicated in the quarrel, and that he was acci- 
deataliy shot. and also that it was not his inten- 
tion when he fired the shot to wound any one. 
The other prisoners corroborate this story, as 
also does Freidberg bimsell. 


THE MILWAUKEE COUNTERFEIT- 
Ens. 

A dispatch from Milwaukee in yesterday’s 
Tamm contained an account of the capture 
of a gang of counterfeiters, together with their 
tools and implements and a quantity of bogus 
coins. As soon as the parties were arrested, 
they sent telegrams to friends in this city, and 
a reporter started out yesterday to question 
these people regarding the alieged counter- 


feiters. 

The first telegram was sent to Mrs. V. A. M. 
McGee, in care of J. W. McGee, requesting her 
to send Col. Muan to Milwaukee, and the re- 
porter called at the residence of Mr. MeGee, 671 
West Washington strset. A rap at the door 
brought forth Mr. McGee’s wife, who invited 
the scribe into a neatiy-furnished parlor, and 
politely asked his errand. On being told she 
was much confused, and seemed loth to talk to 
the reporter, but by persistent effort the fol- 
lowing information was gleaned: The man 
George W. Earle is none other than Charles C. 
Scouller, the notorious straw-bailer, who had 
some trouble bere last winter and was jailed for 
about six months. Carrie Farle, or Row C. 
Earie, as she calis herself, has been living with 
Scoulier as his wife. At the time of bis 
trouble last winter they were living together 
at No. 53 Green street, and when be was set 
free they assumed the name of Earle. aay 
had lived in the same house with Mrs. V. A. 
McGee for some time, and knew ber quite well, 
though her son had often forbidden her to go 
with them, as they were hard peuple, as be be- 
lieved. Lately they bave claimed to be — 
a straight life, put this may be taken for what it 
is worth. Scouiler professes to be the nt 
for a certain brand of patent axle-grease, ‘Lhey 
seemed to exercise some power over the elder 
Mrs. McGee, but the nature of it could not be 
ascertained. During ber statement the lady 
seemed agitated, and refused mau times to 
proceed. She said that atone time Mrs. McGee 
had pad some counterfeit money iu her pussession, 
but claimed that it was given her iu change. 
She had formerly lived at Washington street 
with ber sor, but was never living at West 
Madison street. After waiting some little time 
for wie return of Mr. McGee, the reporter wend- 
ed his wav to the rooms of Mrs. McGee, on Mad- 
ison street. 

Ine house was a showy marble-front,—evi- 
dently a boarding-house,—and, after toiling up 
a stcep stairway, the rooms of Mrs. McGee were 
found. She answered the koock in person, but 
did not deign to ask Tae Trisune man in.

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A FOUL TIP. 


An assault case, which will probably call the 


attention of the police to a city ordinance pro- 
hibiting the playing of base-ball within the city 
limits on Sundays, occurred at about 4:80 o' clock 
yesterday afternoon, pear the corner of Madison 
street and California’ avenue. Two base-bsll 
nines, made up of young men from the vicinity 
of Van Buren and Harrison streets, east of 
Halsted street, were engaged in a game for a 
money prize of $2, which uM winning nine was 
expected to spend for drinks at some saloon. 
One nine came from the yicinity of Boston 
avenue and Van Buren street, and the other 
was made up from those living about the corner 
of Congress and Halsted streets. With the 
former party was Joseph Kelley. 20 years of 
age, and living with his parents at No. 155 West 
Harrison street. The umpire in the game 
vesterday had made himself disliked upon 
several previous occasions, and was accused of 
partiality. While ihe dame was in progress yes- 
terday a dispute arose as to the correct ess of 
one of the decisions, and, as a result, the spec- 
tators took sides, and began to wage war. 
Just a few moments before this, George 
Haag, a young man living at No. 1113 West 
Madison street, came up, and, with three com- 
panions, was looking at the game. Haag, who 
was standing oauite close to the um- 
pire, insisted that be was mistaken, and 
was 80 stubborn in sticking to and pro- 
claiming bis idea that he was accosted 
by young Kelley, who believed chat me decision 
was correct, and at the same time maintained 
that outsiders bad no right to interiere. Words 
continued to pass between them, uatil either 
one called the other a liar. Haag, it 
is claimed, made a movement as if 
about to draw a revolver from a hip 
pocket, and just at that moment Kelley struck 
him on the head with a base-ball bat which he 
bad in hand. He then walked away from the 
feld, but was pursued by some of the by- 
standers. Iu  passwg Engine-flouse No. 
24 one of those in pursuit threw a base- 
ball bat at Kelley, which struck him on the 
richt leg, causing considerable pain. Capt. F. 
H. Butterfleid, of the enzive compauy, hearing 
what had occurred, placed young Kelley uoder 
arrest, and detained him in the house un 
til the arrival of Officers O'Hara and 
Cramer, who took him ‘to the West 
Lake Street Station. The prisoner freeiy owned 
up to the assault, and claimed that he did it in 
self-defense, but did not intend to seriously in- 
jure nis antagonist. He also claimed that Haag 
and his companions were under the influence of 
liquor, but this the pelice do not believe. On 
the contrary, they state that Kelley bimself uad 
been drinking, not to any extent, but simply 
euougu to piain!v show it. 

The injured man was borne by his friends to 
his bome, where he was attended by Dr. J. P, 
Mills. ther was found to be a severe con- 
tusion over and across the left temple, reaching 
from the parietal and temporai bones clear 
down to the eye. It was not thought that the 
skull had been fractured, but the concussion 
was evidently of the most serious nat re. Dr. 
Mills could not give anv Opinion as to a recovery, 
but considered the chances of life and death 
about even. The danger would not, in any 
event, be past within Ove or six days. Haag ts 
given an exceilent reputation by all who knew 
him, and his friends claim that the assault was 
almost entirely unprovoked. It is true. they 
allow, that neither he nor they were interested 
in the game; but nothing was said or dove 
to excite the wrath oi aoy but a ruffiao and thief 
ready todo murderon the slightest provoca- 
tion. 

Ine police give Kelley a rather hard reputa- 
tion, and state that he has several times been 
arrested for vagrancy. He is emploved as tin- 
smith by the Wilson Packing Company, and io 
that situation is brougut into contact with a 
number of touch citizens. 

In connection with tis affray it may be said 
that its counterpart is hable to ovcur every Sup- 
day, so long as the police allow large crowds to 
gather for base-ball games in the western sec- 
tion of the city. If it is considered right and 
proper to allow crowds to assemble on tie prai- 
ries on Sunday, then some police protection 
ought to be givea them. 


YOUTHFUL IS CENDTIARIES. 

The west Lake street policemen arose in 
their awful majesty whev, late Saturday nicht. 
Sergt. Darrow and Officer M. D. Ringrose 
brought into the ‘station the daring incendiaries 
who have infested that district for months past. 
The culprits, three dirty-faced boys, pamed 
Charles De Golver, 10 years; Eddie Provancha, 
11 years; and Rudolph Erickson, 14 years, stood 
apina row before Lieut. Callahan, and cried 
bard to be let go home to our mas.“ But no, 
to a dungeon-cell they went, and there ther 
remain.

Thomas Carlyle on The Unknown,” 


The Edinburg Scotsman brings to light the 
following letter: 

Ius GRANGB, ALRESFORD, Sept. 27, 1848.— 
My Deak MapamM: ‘The question that perptexes 
you is one that no Man can answer; you may 
console yourself by reflecting hat it is by its 
nature insoluble to buman creatures,—that per- 
baps what human creatures mainly have to do 
with such a question is to get it weli put to rest, 
suppressed if not auswered, that so their life 
and its duties may be attended to without im- 
pediment from it. Such questions in this our 
early existence are maby. here are two 
things,“ says the German philosopher, “ that 
strike me dumb; the starry flrmament (palpably 
infinite) and the sense of fight and wrong in 
manu.“ Whoever follows out that “dumb” will 
say little upon the origin of our conceptions of 
Heaven and Hell—of an infnitude of merited 
happiness and infinitude of merited wo~—and 
have much to reflect upou under an aspect con- 
siderably changed. 

Consequences, good and evil, blessed and ac 
cursed, it is very clear, do follow from all our 
actions here below, and prolong, and propagate, 
and spread themselves into the infinite, or be- 
yond our calculation or conception; but whether 
the notion of reward and penalty be not, in the 
whole, rather a buman ooé transferred to that 
immense divine fact. bas been doubtful to 
many. And this consideration, which the best 
philosophy teaches us, that the very best con- 
sequences“ (not to speak of the penalties at 
al!) of evié actions die away and become abolished 
long before eternity ends; that it is only the con- 
sequences of good actions that are eternal,—tor 
these are in harmony with the laws of tuts uni- 
verse, and add themselves to it, and co-operate 
with it forever, while all that is in disharmony 
with it must necessarily be without continuance 
and soon fall dead,—as perhaps you have heard 
in the sound of the Scottish psalm amid che 
mountains; the true notes alone support one 
another, all following the one true rule; the 
laise notes, each. following its different false 
rule, quickly destroy one another; and the 
psalm, which was discordant enough near at 
hand, is a perfect melody when heard {rom afar. 

On the whole, I must account it bat a morbid 
weak imagination that shudders over this woa- 
drous divine universe as @ place of despair to any 
creature, and, contraryWise, a most degraded 
human sense, sunk down to the region of the 
bruia (however common it be) that in any case 
remains blind to the infinite difference there

Hale, of Chicago, the Winner, 
Defeating Wittman. 


Preparations for Another Big Walking 
Oraze in New York, 


ST. LOUIS. 
@becial Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 17.—St. Louis bus to-night 
witnessed the finest exhibition of pedestrianism 
that has ever been given here. The contestants 
were Hale, the Chicago short-distance champion, 
und Wittmann, the St. Louisian, who has ue ver 
been beaten in any local match. The fact that 
Wittmann beat Hale four feet on a five-mile 
walk a week ago intensified the interest which 
always attaches to avy contest where the repre- 
sentatives of the two cities are in the field. 
Hale, as Chicago knows, is a very bandsome 
specimen of athletic humanity, Wittmaon is 
about two inches taller, more angular 
in build, and seemingly thinner, though 
really about ten pounds heavier than 
his competitor, The walk was a stretch of 
twenty-five miles for $50 a side, and it was evi- 
deut that the men had determined to push 
themselves hard from the beginning to the end. 
It was precisely 8 o’clock when they toed the 
mark, and the word Go“ wasgiven by Umpire 
Beckwith. They went off like racehorses, and it 
seemed marvelous that square heel-and-toe 
could aunihflate evace as they did. Hale took 
the lead the lead and got on the inside with 
Wittman afew feet behind. Thefirst mile was 
walked in 9 minutes and 20 seconds. The first 
six miles were completed in 57 minutes and 40 
seconds, amid the plaudits of a large crowd. 
Shortly afterward a disarrangement of Hale’s 
trunk caused him to lose alap. Ihen they went 
a long distance with Wittman three feet in the 
lead, making thirteen miles in 2 hours and 4 
minutes, and eighteen miles in 2 bours 55 min- 
utes and 8 seconds. Then one of Hale’s shoes 
became unbearably tight, which caused him to 
lose two more laps. Still his backers offered 
$10 to $8, as they had been doing all along. The 
walk progressed without incident, but with won- 
derful speed, for tne next half bour. 

On the twenty-second mile Wittmann was com- 
pelled to leave the track for acouple of min- 
utes, and while he was off Hale made six laps 
by atremendous spurt, amidst the wildest ex- 
citement. Wittmann returned, looking fa- 
tigued, and by more spurting Hale made an- 
other lap on him. This determined the match 
in Hale’s favor. He allowed Wittmann, by a 
spurt, to gain one lap on him, but there the 
staid, and not a foot could Wittmann gain, ha 
though he tried. Hale led at the 
close by three Japs, having made the 
distance in four bours six mioutes and 
fiity secon and Wittmann four hours seven 
minutes and forty-five seconds.

THEIR SYMPATHY FOR IRELAND. 

Some two hundred workingmen, mostly affili- 
ated with the Socialistic Labor party, met yes- 
terday afternoon in Arbeiter Hall, corner of 
West Twelfth and Waller streets, for the pur- 
pose of expressing the sentiments of Chicago 
workingmen in regard to the condition of Irish 
agriculturists. The meeting was called to or- 
der by Mr. Maurice Bowler, who nomisated 
Timothy O'Meara for permanent Chairman. The 
motion prevailed, and Mr. O’ Meara explained 
the objects of the meeting at some length. 
Maurice Bowler was elected Secretary. 

Mr. T. J. Morgan was introduced, and read 
the following series of whereas and resolutions: 


Warkeas, Upon the fundamental principle, 
Ownership of the land. the means of production. 
distribution, and communication rests the present 
system of industry and commerce, and in t de- 
velopment of this system tue resources of life and 
the means of labor are constantiy deing more and 
‘more centralized in the hands of the few, and the 
number of the disinherited landiess dependents 
constantly increasing. and in the midst of Nature's 
—— abundance the people perish for want of 
necessaries of life: and, 
Wuergas, fhe development of this principle of 
vate ownership of the means of fife has 

reached such a point in several countries of Europe. | 
and most especialiv in Ireland, as to threaten either 
a radical social change, wholesale starvation, a 
national exodus, or a revolution; and, 

Wuereas, This principle of the private owner- 
ship of the means of life that has produced such 
Geplorabie resulta in Ireland. being in operation 
all over the ** civilized world. and producing the 
same harvests of human misery, it necessarily fol- 
lows: That all the disinherited and dependent 
toilers of the world are inseparably bound together 
in one common bond; and every effort or move- 
ment, however crude, to alleviate the present suf - 
ferings and lift up toe people from their degraded 
and — state, strikes a responsive chord of 
sympathy in tne heart of every Socialist and every 
lover of human life and freedom. ‘Therefore, de it 

Reso ved, Tnat we send words of grecting and 
encouragement to the people of Ireland and to 
those devoted men who are so nobly advocating 
our common cause; and 

Resolved, That while extending to the Irisb 
people and their agitators our warmest sympathies, 
we consider it our duty to warn taem against 
sacrificing their natural and unrestric:ed right to 
the land and theright of unborn generations of 
the future for temporary concessions such as re- 
ductions in rents, new regulations between land- 
lords and tenants, etc. Believing that to secure 
immediate and, above ali, permanent relief, their 
constant cry and persistent action should be for ihe 
abolishment of private ownersmp of land, and 
that private individuals must cease to hold as 
private property the means of life, for the Creator 


provided tne earth and its abundance for the use 


and enjoyment of all, and the only title to indi- 
vidual possession shouid be that of use and not 
abuse. 

He then quoted from a number of articles 
whieh have at different times appeared in Tus 
TRIBUNE, to show that the Irso tenant-larmer 
and agricultural laborer were in bad condidion. 
He also referred to a letter which appeared ip 
yesterday’s TRIBUNE over the signature ol 
James Dowling, warn.ng ihe Irish people not to 
have anythiog to do with the crowd.

PRIVATES CAN’T RESIGN. 

Company I, Second Regiment, I. N. G., at one 
of its business meetings last week, passed reso- 
lutions censuring members who have been ab- 
sent from time to time and neglecting to pay 
their dues. ‘The Secretary was instructed to 
prepare a list of those who have failed to make 
known their excuse and proceed against them, 
and those failing to make known to him their 
excuse by next Thursday will be requested to 
resten.

THE MILITIA LAW. 

It is now understood that in the fullness of 
time Judge Barnum will give an oplu- 
ion on the Communist Militia’ law 
habeas- corpus case, and, no matter 
waat oiber Judges may think, will decide ad- 
versely to the constitutionality of the law, As 
understood, one of the ta ugs woica sticks 10 
his crop is that he Constitution provides, in its 
militias article, that he militia of he State shall 
consist of all able-bodied male persons, resident 
in the State, between ihe ages of 18 and 45, ex- 
cept such as are or mav be exempted by the 
laws of the United States or of Lllnois. It is 
uuderstood that the Judge reasons chat those 
persons woo are amenable to militia duty ougat 
to be enabled, by driiling and train ng, to be- 
come fitted to discharge that duty in case they 
should be calied upon. This, according to bis 
reasoning, they can only do bye ex- 
ereise in the use of arms. Those pro- 
visions of the Militia law.  thereiore, 
which limit the number of active militia to 
8 OOO men and-officers, and which declare that 
it shall not be lawful for an. o her boi of meu 
except the 8.000 to associate themselves as a 
military company, or drill or parade without 

ne Governur’s license, are an attem t to limit 
or nullify the Cunstitution, where it declares 

hat ail within certain ages are a:nenabie to mil- 
itary duty. He has, it is understood, some gen- 
eral objections to the 8,020 limitation, such as 

that the Governor might, if be saw fit, take all 

he militia from the sou heru part of the State, 
or from Cook County. But the chief objeccion 
is that it preveats those persons who are sub- 
ject to militia duty from qualify ug themselves 

tor its discnarge in case they are called into 
service.

FREE AGENCY. 

THE REV. GEORGE W. SWEENEY 
preached yesterday morning in the First Chris- 
tian Church, corner of lodiana avenue and 
Twenty-fifth street, on The Do-as-You-Please 
Principle,”’ taxing as his text: 


That we should serve in newness of spirit, and 
not in the oldness of the letter. 


The development of free agency, said the rev 
erend gentleman, was one of the prime objects 
of the Gospel. Men and women became free 
agents with a strong and marked individuality, 
each with a work to do. Yet there seemed to 
be something in our mental and moral disposi- 
tions that seemed to shirk this thing. Men and 
women everywhere seemed desirous of shirking 
their responsibility and following the do-as-you- 
please principle. Everything must be arranged 
for them, and life must be as pleasant and as 


easy as moving on a down-grade, without exer- 


tion, without trouble. But such was not 
God’s purpose. He intended that crossing the 
plain of life should be the means af developing 
men and women, and making them stronger 
and better, not wearing them out as the steam- 
engine wears out in its journey from city to 
city, from one part of the country to another. 
But men neglected this blessing of free agency. 
They were morally and spiritually lazy. This it 
was that attracted some meu to the mivistra- 
tions of the priesthood, where they need neither 
think, talk, nor act for themselves, but have 
their religion 7 to tneir hands, as it were, 
thus losing all sehse of individual responsibility 
and free agency, aud liy ng contrary to the in- 
tentions of their Creator. In the Old Testa- 
ment the system of development was more fully 
maoped out, but when Christ came men were 
told to avail themselves of this oprin- 
ciple of free agency, to think for them- 
selves, to use their own judgment, 
to cultivate their own individuality, to serve 
God in the pewness of the spirit, und not in the 
olaness of the letter. Very few fixed things 
were found in the New Testament, but it was 
fali of instructions to the cultivation of in- 
dividuality, to self-expansion, to spiritual de- 
velopment, to the realization und the enjoyment 
of the orinciole of free agency. 

The revereod gentleman proceeded to ex- 
amine some of the New Testament declaration: 
and interpret them accordiug to the oldness o. 
the letter instead of the newness of the spirit. 
One of these was the Scriptural injauction to 
turo the q her cheek to che smiter. A litera! 
interpretation of this ‘doctrine, said Mr. 
Sweeney, certainly wouldn't work in Chicago,— 
at least not at this day. But Vhrisi 
never eant to teach such a doe 
trine and the extremes to whicu 
it might go, and it was this insisting 
upon .ue literal ioteroretation of Carist’s words 
nat made men infidels. the noo-resisting 
principle, logically carried out, meant me de- 
struction of society and of government. Trae, 
ihe Quakers had been men of veace, but in this 
country at least the fightimg had all been done 
for them, and they had ujoyed the results, n- 
cluding Wat peace that formed so large a part o 

heir belief and practice. Not uatil times were 

very much changed, and people witu them, 
would it do to interpret Cbrist’s words in tais 
connection literally. The spirit of tue words 
evideotly was that here were times and occa- 
sions wuen men were to use physical force, and 
o.ber times when they were to use spiritual 
forces. But bow or when’was the ove force to 
be used, and bow or waen the ober! Each 
man must settle this for bunself, and in the set- 
tiement ‘of the problem ue would ob aiu bis 
good and his promotion. Iu o ner words, men 
would be thrown on heir own free agency, and 
there would be a development of their greater 
powers. So, that preacher who set his own 
bearers to thinking -wagrthe most successful 
teacher. Genera! almsgivang, whicii would seem 
to be taught by the wordssiof Curilst, uad been 
tried, and nad been respomsipie for the creation 
of a horde of lazy, shiftiess men known as 
tramps. It was absurd, again, to suppose that 
Carist wanted men to berliteraily lixe ihe birds 
and the lilies. ‘The reaimmeaning he sought to 
inculcate was that, while men shoald be am- 
oitious, and enteroris ug, and all that, they 
should not fret so much, or be in any way over- 
anxious. Again, men were bidden not to lay up 
treasures on earth. This was the letter of 
Corist’s teacumgs, bat the absurdity 
of interoretug it literally, and accept 
ng it in that significaaon, was apparent. 
Civilization would gie way to Dar- 
barism. Followmyg, bowever, the spirit of 
Curist's words, meu were enjoined not to lay up 
treasures for this world alone, but to use weir 
wealch for good, and to dhe lay ug up of treas- 
ures. in Heaven. The word of God, thus inter- 
preted, would become a great, breath ng soul, 
and not, as in che Churen of Rome, a piece o 
macninery; and in the light of such interpreta- 
tion, going down deep intoxhe inner mean ngs 
of the doctrines of Caorist, che Church was yet 
to emerge in greater grandeur and more sur- 
passing glory from its transient obscurity. 


HELP ONE ANOTHER. 
THE REV. H. BURHOE, 
of Marlboro, Mass., preached yesterday morn- 
ing in the University Place Baptist Church, and 
he will supply the pulpit there for a few Sun- 
days. He is a young man of considerable power, 
and his manner was easy and pleasing. 

The text was the second verse of the sixth 
chapter of Galatians: “‘ Bear ye one another’s 
burdens, and so fulfill the law of Christ. 

Many of the Galatians had fallen into spir- 
itual error, though the most had retained their 
integrity. Paul addressed the Church as a 
whole, giving advice as to how to deal with ano 
erring brother. You who are whole restore 
such a one.“ How was that to be done! Like 
as a surgeon treated a fractured limb, with 
kindness and gentleness. Every one would fall 


were it not fur Christ’s grace. What was meant 
by the law of Christ, according to which the 
burdens of one ano ber were to be borne? lt 
was something more to be Christ's thao to sim- 
ply hear His commandments. His disciples 
must follow Him. Cubrist never seid in so 
many words, Bear ye one ano'her’s bur- 
dens,” though such teaching was to be 
found in his teach ngs. Many persons were 
over- anxious about just what was allowed and 
what was forbidden; whether theatre-coing, 
dancing, and beer-drinkimg were forbidden. 
Paul never bad any trouble thereabouts. He 
had one maxim that covered tne whole, and 
that was to avoid everything that threatened to 
barm bis bro her. Many Caristians were trying 
to squeeze into Heaven on the smallest possi le 
margin. There was one law, the law of love, 
that covered all contingeacies. Christ gave His 
rule of life in he comm nds. Love the Lord 
witb all thy heart,“ and Love thy neigubor 
as thyself.” The one worked no ill; the ober a 
great deal of good. Carist's laws were not all 
to be found in His teachings, but must also be 
ascertained by His example. Christ himself 
was the law to Paul. He was sent as a burden- 
bearer to sympathize with and share the 
troubles of the world. He had no burdens of 
his own, and all ne took were self-assumed. The 
sea of suffering, the cross he carried daring his 
life, were not his own, but those of the world’s 
iniquitv. The law of Curist then is the law of 
his self-denial, of His self-sacrifice, of His 
self-aonezation, His death and resurrection, and 
of His sitting at the rigut bind ot God, where 
He still bears the wants of His people. By 
imitation of His example, thereiore, only could 
it de known that meu were His disciples: I. 
was the duty of His disciples to bear he wants 
and weigots of their brethren, to sbare the 
poverty, sickness, aud disapooiutments of one 
auo der. Some could tell their sorrows 
volubly, but others, and those the most 
heavily bardened, couid only bear them in 
silence. An instinctive sense of delicacy for- 
bade it. Such must be sought out, vot io che 
sp.rit of curiosity or indiffercace, but of Chris- 
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give than receive, and burden- bearing was 
more blessed than sitt ng in idleness. But 
there were many burdens, it must be remem- 
bered, which could not be satisfied be prayers 
and sympathy alone, but must be heloed by 
drafts on he pocketbook orlarder. The injanc- 
tion of the text was not merely to the class 
Christians, but to all. By burdeu-bear ng would 
men not only find rest here, bus will be pre- 
gated for tne rest that remained for the people

THE WALDENSES. 

THE REV. ME. TURINO, OF MILAN, ITALY, 
who has come to this country to raise $5,00) to 
complete a Waldensian church now in course of 
erection there, preached ia the Jefferson Park 
Presbyterian Church yesterday morning. He 
was introduced by Prof. Patton, who warmly 
indorsed bim, and trusted his appeal would bear 
fruit. His text was: 

The Gospel is the power of God anto salvation to 
every one that believeth. —Romaas, ., 16. 

There was a Divine power in the Gospel, he 
said,—news that God loved us,—good news, 
which the Lord Jesus Christ brought from 
Heaven, and which the Apostles bad preached 


everywhere,—that we must accept and believe 
if we desired to be saved. God’s love 
been manifested by the greatest 
sacrifice which it was possible to imagine. In 
the name of Christ, He would accept us miser- 
able sinners among His dearest children, and 
biess body and soul forever and ever. This 
Divine power in the Gospel was designed to 
make us happy. We needed nothing except the 
love of God and His salva jon. The joy of the 
Lord was our strength. We should be hapoy 
and joyous in every — — and our hao- 
piness and joy must shine in our faces if we de- 
sired to be lustrumeuts in the bh inds of God for 
the conversion of others. When we believed in 
Christ we were united to Him, and He led us 
in out thoughts and inclinations. If we abided 
iu Him we would brung forth much good and 
glorify God. One who did not desire to see all 
he souls on the face of the earth converted to 
Christ had not received the spirit of God. 
That spirit obliged all to be missionaries. 

Mr. Turino then referred to the Waldensian 
Chureb, saving that it bad felt someth ng of the 
oower of God, because, though its members bad 
been fearfully persecuted, ther had always re- 
joiced in the Lord, finding that His power was 
able to help them bear their sufferings. The 
Waldensian Church had always been a mission 
church, its motto be ng. Let your liebt shive 
in darkness.“ God had evidently kept the 
Waldensians in Italy to be the instrumeat in 
His hahds for unit ng all Italy and brng ne 
souls to Carist. Ther nad alwavs maintained 
rhe truth of the Gosoel and opposed super- 
stitions and junova ions. 

He then gave an account of their origin, 
which he dated in the third century, controvert- 
ng the popular idea that Peter Waldo was 
heir founder. They bad documents written in 
the eleventh century. ‘their persecution by 
‘he Cataolics for centuries was dwelt upon. the 
speaker. remembered when his fa her used to 
ro armed, und wnen hundreds of children were 
stolen dy priests,— when the Waldeasians 
couldn't read a book in ttalian, and heir little 
ones couldn’t go to scaool. Now they were 
free. God had preserved he Church un ler he 
eves of the Pope, notwithst ind g 600 years of 
coutinued persecu ion; und they felt that He 
nad dove it in order nat they mught be a ligat 
in darkness,—witnesses to His truth. ‘The 
Church had taken possession of all the towns; 
here was not one where the Gosovel 
was not preached, and waere some faithfu! 
Caristians were not ga hered ready to worship 
Jesus and consecrate themse!ves to His service. 
All denomina ſons felt it to be heir duty to d. 
something toward the evangelization of Italy. 
und representative churches were to be found 
in the different towns, but none had done half 
as much as the Waldensian, wnich bad invited 
he ov-hers to come. They bad now fifteen 
churches in the Waldensian valleys, the Walden- 
sians numbering 23,000. In the thirteenth 
century there were 800.000. Persecution has 
reduced them. There were three missionaries in 
he field to every pastor; and in Sicily there 
was a Presbytery of seven churches. A great 
work was going on iu Rome. All denomina- 
ions were building churches. There had been 
a recent awakening in consequence of lec' ures 
by Waldenses. The speaker had been preach- 
ng ia Milan. He commenced with three and 
now had 190 communicants, and 300 regularly 
in attendance. He occupied a hall composed of 
two rooms connected by an arch. Two years 
aro be began sell ug Bibles and Testaments, an 
English lady hayimg given nim money to buy a 
horse and wagon, and be visited all the markets 
ind tarms, address ng the people and seliimg 
the books. The priests fought against him 
ind reviled bim, but de always came 
off victorious, the peoole buy ng the books and 
the priests being confused. A great change had 
taken place. God was work ug in Ltaly. 
Popery was fall ng every day. As long as Italy 
remained united ind free, the Pope would have 
no puwer. ‘The Scotch and Presbytenan 
Caurches of England bad helped until now, but 
last vear had asked che Waldensiaos to go to 
the Americans and see if their hearts would not 
incline toward them. To shut up be schools 
ind churches after so mach bad been ac- 
complished would enable the Pope to triumph. 
which would be a great blow at the Gospel. 
His hope was that Americans would help the 
Waldensiaus. 

As others than those appealed to might be 
willing to contribute something, it mav be 
stated that money can be sent to Prof. Patton.

How to Abate Coal-Smoke, 
Cincinnati Gazette, 

Every one that bas observed a soft-soal fire 
knows chat the greater bart of the black smoke | 
that is sent off is because of the careless and g- 
norant way of feed ug the fire. It is the same 
in steam-voiler furnaces, in heat ng furnaces, in 
kitenen-stoves, and parlor fire-places. Also, 
every one that has tried it has found that to 
make workmen or workwomen feed the fire io- 
telligently, so as to burn this smoke, exceeds the 
power of the employer or housekeeoer, even 11 
he employer is not too careless to do it nen 
he or she tends the fire. 

In the case of steam-boiler furnaces, as we 
have beforetimes shown, the excuse for shovel- 
ing the fire-place full of coals is, that the volume 
of cold air let in under the boilers, by ooen ng 
the furnave-doors to feed little and often, would 
defeat the economy. Tais is but partly true. 
he ease of ſerd ug in the bulk wav is the priu- 
cipal reason, and the average workman regards 
any increase of his care in order to save expense 
to his emplo er as an imposition oo the work- 
ingman. If women think it any easier with 
their help, let them try it with their Biddies 
and Gret-hens, and see if they do not soon find 
that this is too great adisiurbance to bear for 
what they can do iu the smoke of eeform. 

They will find the same iu feeding their open 
fires under their own noses in the parlor, and 
that even themselves, their busbDinds, boys, and 
relations will ra her get ou a lot of coals at once, 
and let hem send off a black smoke for a quar- 
ter or half an hour before getting well ignited, 
than take the trouble of putt ng on a little at 
shorter intervals. Bit this easy conclusion on 
the part of all is what makes the bulk of our 
smoke. 

In the ease of steam-boiler furnaces, this ina- 
bility to get an. care or intelligence in stok.ng 
has not even attempted to make such a teeding- 
piace by walten the coals couid be placed oo the 
fire wictbout lettmg in the cold biast. Yet any 
mechanic will sav tus is practicable. 

Our information is, that most of the burning 
of he smoke wuich has been accomplisaed in 
London is by the manner of feedug the fire. 
Ail koow that, if a small amount of coal is 
placed on 3 5 fire, e smoxe is 
mostly burned. On the other band, they 
Know that, if a large quantity is put on, <a 
consideravie part is sent off in the thick smoke 
before ihe fire recovers enough to burn it. All 
can see that, if ap apvaratus were contrived at 
the mouto of the furnace to piace he coals 
regulariy, accord ng to he rate of coasumption, 
on the bright fire, most ot the smoke wouid be 
burned. And any mechanic will sar that such 
an apparatus can be made to do this without 
le tog hy a cold-air blast.

While we may not palliate the many 
grievous agrarian crimes that nave been com- 
mitted in that country, we sbould be charitable 
envough not to overlook the causes which led to 

heir peroetration. Why it is that a Govern- 
ment which boasts of its civilization and eult- 
ure, its comprehensive and bvdenevolent meas- 
ures, as that of Englund, can conscientiously 
persist in oppressing, in keeping, the agricultur- 
ists of Irelaud in the miserable existence which
